THE  FUTURE 


As  Kansas  City  expands  and  develops,  so  must  the 
University  if  it  is  to  maintain  its  high  standards. 
Plans  have  been  made  and  are  now  being  studied  for 
a  new  School  of  Dentistry  and  a  new  School  of 
Pharmacy  to  be  located  in  the  area  just  north  of  51  st 
and  Rockhill  Road.  Also  under  consideration  for  this 
site  is  a  Student  Health  Center.
